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Wwhat is the True lssne Between the
President and Congresat?

Ix all disoussions of public questions; it is im-
portant to keep to the real point at issue,
Side questions, however important and inte
resting in thomselves, only serve to distract
the mind and to confuse its congeptions. Thus
the President in his last velo message dwells
a groat deal upon that vaxod problem of politi-
oal metaphysics, as to whether the Rebel States
are really States or not. It sesms to us that
this is entirely foreign to the true issue. The
only question that is properly raised in this
connection by the several Reconstruction aots,
is whether the present so-called State (Fovern-
ments of the late Rebel States are legal or
nott If they are legal and constitutional
governmente, standing upon as good a basis
as the State Governments of the loyal Btates,
then, of oourae, the Reconstruction aols are
liable to many of the objections urged against
them; but if, on the other hand, these so-callod
State Governments have no valid constitutional
basis, but are the mere offspring of usurpation
on the part of the President, then they have
no olaim to existence, and their removal is the
highest duty of Comgress. The question is
parrowed down to the legality of the present
so-onlled State Governmonis of the late Rebel
States, the President maintaining that they are
logal, while Congress and the country hold that
they are not.

Now, the President’s case is too weak to
allow of hizs meeting this question boldly upon
its naked merite. He does not attempt to do
it. Ho proceeds by a provess of indirection,
and assumes that if Congross overthrows his
State Governments it makes itsell responsible
for the doctrine of State suicide, with all its
consdequences.

But just here every intelligent mind will at
once recur to the President’s own action with
raference to the Rebel State Governments at
the close of the war. The overthrow of the
Rebel armies restored the power and authority
of the Union over the entire South. Ineach
of the Rebel States there was at that time a
fully organized and active State Government,
complete in all its departments, its officers
elected by the peeple, and its authority un-
questioned within its own limits.

Now let us ask the question, Were these
Rebel State Govermments legal, or were they
illegal? If they were legal, then they were
entitled o proceed unimpeded in their opers-
tions, They were unquestionably the choice
of the people—using that word in the conserva-
tive sense, as meaning the governing class.
If they were illegal, then the Rebel States had
besn for some four years without legal or con-
stitutional govermmnents, What their legal status
was during this time, whether a State can exist
for years withont a legal Government, whether
the State is a something independent of its
organization—all these are questions we leave
to the political metaphysicians. President
Johnson took the position that the Rebel State
Governments were illegal, and as the head of
the army forbade them any longer to exercise
their functions. + He did by these illegal
organizations just what Congress propoies to
do by his illagal organizations. And if the
overthrow of an illegal State Government by
sct of Congress involves the endorsement of
the dootrine of State suicide, it is difficalt to
gee why the overthrow of an illegal State Gov-
ernment by the President does not involve the
same consequences. The difficnlties and in.

onsistencies which the President proposes for
Congress are equally obstacles fu his own
path, The doctrines of his veto message are
as repugnant to the action of Andrew Johnson
in 1866 as they are to that of Congressin 1847.

But there is one conclusion of greal value
which may be drawn from President John
son's overthrow of the Rebel State Govern-
ments at the olose of the war. It establishes
a common starting-poin! for the President and
for Congress, Each and all agree that the
Rebel State Governments at the close of the wa
wera |Hﬂg¢l!, and that they ware _ptxh"‘r; overthrown,
There we all stand together—radicals and con-
servatives, Congress and the President. Wao
may therefore throw out of view all that went
before. If the General Government was in-
comsistent during the war, sometimes actin g
apparently upon oneé theory and sometimes
upon auother, wo may let that all pass, The
only practical question that remains is,
Who, when the Relel State Governments
were overthrown, had the suthority, under
the Constitution, to organize new Govern-
ments to ftake their placea? Thig iz
the sole guestion at issne. Everything
outside of it is impertinent, The President
assumed that Ae had this authority, and a;
Congress was not in sesaion, he proceadsd to
exercige it; and before that body ocould gt
together he had got so far in the work thst he
had State Governments ready-made in every
one of the Rebel States, But when Congress
assembled, in December, 1805, at its regular
annual session, it refused to comcede the
legality of the President’s work. It vontended
that the ereation of Slate Governments Was 1ot
& part of the constitutional duties of the Exscu-
tive. 1t proceeded upon the assumption that
the only law-making authority in this Govern-
ment s the Congress, and it immedistely took
steps to secure the organization of lagal and
constitutionsl State Governments in Iata
Bebel Btates. And this is still the issub, The

Prosident olings to his sssumption of unoonsti-

totional power, and would preserve the fruita

hand, is procesding, ss rapidly as the sironm -
stances of the case will adinit, to replace Mr.
Johnaon's nnoonatitutional Sisle lovernmenta
with logal and valid ones. This is the whole
oase (1 & nutshell, and it shows that Mr. John-
son, in his Voto Moessage, has totally failed to
meot the great quaation jnvolved. Ie has
merely made ona more dodge.
The Present System of Taxation Inaffi«
cient,
Tux report of the Congreasional Commities on
the Management of the Revenue and the Mode
of its Collection has sstablished ofMcially what
was komown before Lo every one, that the
predent syatem of raising revenus is totally
ineflivient; that under it the Government is
defrauded of millions upon millions of dollars
sununlly; that the officers of the United States
are, many of them, corrupt; that thelr agents
are worse; that the dealers, with few exocep-
tions, are dishonest when aun opportunity
affords; and that, unless a change is brought
about, taxation will be ruinons to the honest,
and compel them to join the crowd of de-
frauders. The article of whisky slone evi-
dences the magnitude of the deceptions prac-
tised. Lignor oan be bought for lass than the
Government tax, and the daily retorn of almost
all the distillers is omne of deception and
theft. It has beem proposed, in view of the
necessity of reform, and the impraocticability
of effecting it with the manufacturers, that
he great weight of taxation be made to fall
rather npon the buyer than on the sellsr, and
hat the retailer be charged diréotly, and not
the producer. Buat we doubt if the remedy
would effect very good results. It ia & subject
which wmerits the wmost earnest and per-
gistent attention of the Treasury Department.
There is no subject towards whioch official at-
tention should be more constantly directed, for
there is mone of more vital value to the na-
tion. On it depends the safety of our credit, a
Jewel to be prized above all others. In addi-
tion to the pecuniary loss, the facility for frand
causes a degradation of the morals of the peo-
ple, and we are in davger of experiencing the
gad effects depicted by Sydney Smith, which
he predicted would result from our publio debt:
‘“The habit of dealing with large sums will
make the Government avaricious and profuse,
and the system itself will infallibly generate
the vermin of spies and informers, and a still
more pestilent race of political tools and retainers
of the meanest and most odious description—while
the prodigions patronage whioch the collection
of this splendid revenue will throw into the
hands of Government, will inveat it with so
vast an inflnence, and hold out such medns
and temptations to corruption, as all the virtue
and public spirit even of republicanism will
be unable to resist.”
Heeding, then, the warning given by the
reverend gentleman nearly fifty years ago, let
tha Government devote its energies to devise
a system which will at least have some ghow
of honesty. The present plan is offensive to
all right-thinking citizens who understand its
workings.

Our Foreign Ministers.

Tug class of gentlemen who are generally
selected to represent the United States abroad
are of a status utterly unfitted for any such
positions of homor. By long association and
habit we h#ve grown to look upon a consu-
late or ministership as the proper reward for
a usgeful politician, and to deem that nothing
but the gualifications essential to a stump
oralor are necessary in an ambassador. The
result is that the complaints agninst our
loreign representatives are many and lond. A
considerable allowance, however, must be
made for the mistakes so often made by our
people as to the fonctions of a represen-
tative. It is a delusion to suppose that he is
a judge, or a hotel-keeper, or yet a showman.
There is really no good claim of an American
againet the representative of his Government
except what is the ofiicial duty of the lat-
ter — the vising of passports, assistance
in case of arrest by a foreign power,
and a few other similar cases, The only one,
however, who told the travelling public
frankly what he would do for them was the
Hon, James M. Mason, of Virginia, Plerce’s
Minister to France. But making all the allow-
ances incident to the exorbitant demands on
travellers, there is no doubt but that we are
vary poorly represented abroad. With the
exception of soms salections made by Mr. Lin-
voln, at a thowe when we had to send our best
talent to defeat the sochemes of the Confede-
rateg, we really have a very inferior set of
representatives. [f there iz one position which
it is positively essential that a gentleman shounld
fill, it is that of ambassador. Called upon to
mingle in the most polished soclety of Europe,
he must efther be powerless and ridicnlous, or
else possess the social graces which nothing
but education of a pecunliar kind can give.

There is wide room for reform in this depart-
ment, and we hope to see the day when a
regular pupilage will be as essential to diplo-
macy as it {3 to-day to the naval and military
departments of the United States service.
